FEDERAL AID FOR 
DRAINAGE ASKED 


By Th e Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 30.—Federal 
aid in draining swamp lands was 
asked today by representativ es of 
western 
and 
noth western 
states 
wh o appeared before th e h ou se irri­ 
gation committee. 
Th ey u rged ap­ 
prov al of th e Smith bill to prov ide 
$180,000,000 for loans to drainage 
and lev ee districts. 
Representativ e William E. Hu ll of 
Illinois, said th e frequ ency of ov er­ 
flows of riv ers in th e Mississippi 
Valley in late years h ad prev ented 
farmers in h is state from borrow­ 
ing any money on th eir farms. 
“Wh en th e flood control act be­ 
comes effectiv e,” h e said, “of cou rse 
it will pu t th ese farmers back on 
th eir feet financially and retu rn 
th eir lands to a v alu e of $200 or 
$300 an acre. Bu t it will take sev ­ 
eral years at least, and in th e mean­ 
time th ey h h v e to h av e some h elp.” 
E. V. Willard, commissioner of 
reclamation of Minnesota, traced 
th e h istory of farmers in h is state 
wh o inv ested in drainage bonds 
du ring th e World war. 
“A great part of th e farm lands 
of Minnesota are too wet for any 
u se,” h e said, “so it seemed like a 
good inv estment to pu t money in 
drainage bonds. 
Drainage assessments ^ in many 
cases were as h igh as $90 per acre, 
and wh eat was selling at $2 and 
$2.50 a bu sh el. 
Th e post war de­ 
flation came soon afterward, and 
th e price of wh at was cu t. 
Willard su ggested an amendment 
to th e bill, wh ich in its present 
form prov ides for federal loans to 
diainage districts. “Drainage bonds 
are h andled in Minnesota by th e 
cou nties,” h e explained, “and not 
by drainage districts, as in oth er 
states. I believ e th e bill sh ou ld be 
ch anged to inclu de su ch a system 
as ou rs.'

In a recent address, United States At­ 
torney Tuttle 
pointed 
to 
''the terrific 
crime bills” of the nation and the "obv i­ 
ous tendencies” in the country to disre­ 
gard laws. 
"The problems of the present,” he said, 
"^re in finding adequate means of check­ 
ing crime, the application of law to mod­ 
em life, and in preserv ing respect for law% 
With 35 0,000 criminals, whose destruction 
since the war ex ceeds that during the 
war, there is more crime and fraud in 
this country than in any other.” 
This statement by a man like United 
States Attorney Tuttle is a challenge to 
the law-abiding and law-respecting citi­ 
zenry of our country who, despite news­ 
paper accounts of murders, robberies and 
crime in general, are still in the majority . 
Our people must become more thor­ 
ough awake to the menace of crime and 
realize that the remedy is not in the pas­ 
sage of theoretical and freak legislation, 
but in enforcing present laws and in cor­ 
recting archaic methods of court proced­ 
ure, and in stopping up loopholes which 
hav e made chances for the murderer pay ­ 
ing the penalty for his crime only one in 
ten.

Out of ev ery 100 alarms answ’ered by 
the New' York fire department last y ear, 
5 3 w'ere located in cellars and originated 
in piles of rubbish. 
Fire statistics prepared by the National 
Board of Fire Underwriters show that 
rubbish and litter cause a fire loss to the 
nation of ov er one and a half million dol­ 
lars annually . 
This is entirely prev ent­ 
able as it is apparent that if ordinary 
rules in regard to prev enting accumula­ 
tions of litter w’ere followed, there would 
be no such fires. 
With the total annual 
fire loss of the nation amounting to ap­ 
prox imately a half billion dollars, ev ery 
effort should be made to curtail this most 
easily prev ented fire waste. What is need­ 
ed is a continuous clean-up campaign to 
prev ent accumulations of rubbish and it 
would seem that it should not b e a diffi­ 
cult matter to reduce the amount of fire 
h m charged to this cause ev ery year.

retail prices were due to the tariff. 
How w'ell the protected industries hav e 
succeeded in combating these opposing 
forces is now beginning to appear. Until 
a few months ago there was a widespread 
belief that any rev ision of the tariff, ex - 
cept in the case of farm products, wrould 
be for the most 
part 
downward. 
The 
Fordney -McCumber. act was deemed a 
postw'ar 
emergency measure w’hose use­ 
fulness 
w'as 
about 
ended. 
Ev en the 
stanchly republican Herald-Tribune ask­ 
ed, "Is It worth while to conduct all our 
tariff dealings with other nations on the 
ex aggerated emergency basis of 19 22? ” 
But by using the Hoov er argument that 
a higher tariff is the foundation of farm 
relief the ex treme 
protectionists 
hav e 
succeeded not only in lulling the opposi­ 
tion to the Fordney -McCumber tariff but 
in propagating the idea that the ex isting 
law is inadequate as a protectiv e dev ice, 
and that sweeping rev isions are needed 
all along the line if American industry 
is not to be 
ov erw'helmed 
by 
foreign 
competition. 
This ex plains why manufac­ 
turing chemists hav e been able, without 
causing much surprise, to go before the 
way s and means committee this week and 
cooly ask for increases in the chemical 
schedule ranging from 30 to 100 percent. 
The other 
industries 
to be heard from 
later will hardly be any more modest in 
presenting their demands. 
And so, as in 1921-1922, the pretex t of 
helping the farmer is being employ ed to 
get a general boost on manufactured pro­ 
ducts, and the farmer will hav e to bear 
his share of the cost.

Gathering of imperial Germans to cele­ 
brate the sev entieth birthday of the for­ 
mer emperor is a . pathetic reminder of 
the unhappy plight of the ex ile at Doom. 
Loy alty to conditions which hav e been, 
loy alty to shattered power, brings men 
and women who would be of high station 
if Germany were still imperial, but their 
foregathering is meaningless.

William is v irtually a prisoner in Hol­ 
land. He is accepted^ in the Doom neigh­ 
borhood. He is without assurance of con­ 
sideration if he stray too far from his es­ 
tate. It is a crushing condition for a man 
who w'as 
an 
autocrat. 
That 
William 
should hav e surv iv ed so long has been a 
scurc2 of v onderment. 
An assembly of his kind at Doom does 
the rest of the world no harm and prob­ 
ably brings flutters of delight to the brok­ 
en ruler. That a circle should apparently 
recognize him as "his majesty , the kaiser 
and king,r does not react to destroy the 
progress of republican gov ernment in his 
former domain. The whole thing is but a 
gesture to make believ e what is unreal. 
The Doom jubilee is not a serious demon­ 
stration.

Suggest Increased Funds. 
WASHINGTON. Jan. 30.— AP>— 
The prospect of adding eight ships 
to the navy In 1930 has brought 
from the house appropriations com­ 
mittee the suggestion that funds 
for that arm of defense must be 
greatly increased or the operations 
of the ships must be curtailed. 
In reporting the annual supply 
bill carrying 1347,000.000 today the 
committee said it had provided for 
the addition of 500 men to the en­ 
listed personnel of the navy and 
bad made other efforts to meet the 
situation. 
The estimates look to 
the addition of eight ships during 
the year, it said, bringing the total 
to 327 ships in operation. 
The 
eight new ships would be five first 
line cruisers, one first line sub­ 
marine. and two first line fleeb sub­ 
marines. 
•"No diminution is contemplated 
In the operation of this force.’* the 
committee said, “and yet. in view 
of that fact, there must be need for 
additional enlisted 
personnel, for 
greater outlays for maintenance and 
upkeep, and for operating expenses. 
For the latter we find an additional 
allowance for fuel requirements; in 
other respects nothing, or 
prac­ 
tically so.’* 
“If It be the intention to operate 
all of the ships now In commission 
as well as those new ones approach­ 
ing ^m pletion as and when ready 
for commissioning, it follows that 
there must be expansion in person­ 
nel and for the added expense for 
operating and for the proper up­ 
keep. 
“There are two courses open to 
us: 
Either adequately to provide 
for operating everything at tremen­ 
dous extra cost, or, if the navy 
Itself will not tie up ships, for the 
congress 
specifically 
to 
provide 
what ships shall be operated so 
that the savings thus effected may 
be used *ropcrly. 
The bills total is almost 115.000.- 
000 under the amount provided for 
this fiscal year. 
Other increases in various appro­ 
priations along the line, however, 
trimmed down the saving by sev­ 
eral million dollani.

He started ahead on foot, 
bundled in woolens and carrying 
his instrument

hands, pressed ahead on foot, fight­ 
ing bitter cold and snow that was 
waist-high in' places. 
After several 
hours he stumbled exhausted and 
nearly frozen into the Beaurain 
home. 
The stork had beaten him, and 
Mrs. Beaurain and a baby girl were 
doing as well as though the doctor 
had been there on time. 
Death as well as birth has writ­ 
ten its story in the snows. At the 
trail’s end clubhouse near Steuben, 
Mich., William Herron, the caretak­ 
er, died despite a five mile jour­ 
ney on /snowshoes by Dr. A. R. 
Tucker of Mainstlque. 
Wrapping Herron's body in blan­ 
kets, his widow and son placed it 
on a toboggan and started with It 
across thé '©rindswept drifts to the 
nearest undertaker. 
Night overtook them and they 
became hopelessly lost. 
A little white dog was their sal­ 
vation. 
The animal, of the three 
living beings moving across the deso­ 
late northland, was the only one 
who appeared to know the way out. 
Spent, worn and exhausted by the 
exertion of bucking the snow and 
dragging the toboggan, these three 
arrived at midnight at a settler’s 
shack. 
Rested and given aid, Mrs. Her­ 
ron and her son reached Manis- 
tique the following day.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 30.—Secre­ 
tary Mellon in a letter to Chair­ 
man Anthony of the house appro­ 
priations committee today reiterated 
his opinion that the proposal to ap 
ropriate an additional $24,000,000 to 
enforce prohibition would not ac­ 
complish the purpose Intended. 
The secretary said that under the 
terms of the amendment the fund 
would not be available for any pur­ 
pose except that of increasing the 
personnel of the bureau of prohi­ 
bition- and the department of Jus­ 
tice. 
It could not be used for an 
educational campaign, he declared 
and even such essential incidental 
expenses as rent, office equipment, 
supplies and 
traveling 
expenses 
could not be paid from , it. 
“It is my understanding,”, the sec­ 
retary wrote, “that in order to make 
prohibition enforcement more effec­ 
tive the senate intended to provide 
additional funds for certain pur­ 
poses, such as: 
The relief of congestion in the 
courts; increasing the fleet, equip­ 
ment and personnel of the coast 
guard; increasing the effectiveness 
of the customs service, including 
the border patrol, and. increasing 
the personnel of the Bureau of Pro­ 
hibition and the Department of Jus­ 
tice; and that inasmuch as it was 
impossible definitely to allocate the 
sums to be spent for certain speci­ 
fied purposes at this time« the addi­ 
tional funds provi^d were 
be 
allocated as the President might 
decide. 
“I feel that it is my duty to point 
out to you that an examination of 
the amendment reveals that it will 
not accomplish the purposes In­ 
tended. The appropriation will not 
he available for any of the pur­ 
poses above enumerated, except In­ 
creasing the personnel of the Bu­ 
reau of Prohibition and the Depart­ 
ment of Justice, nor will it be avail­ 
able for the conduct of an educa­ 
tional program which may have 
been contemplated. 
? 
“The amendmeni' as adopted pro­ 
vides funds 'for Increasing the en­ 
forcement force.* Granting that the 
language should be ‘ construed most 
liberally and in the light of the de­ 
sired ends which the senate lias 
seeking to accomplish, I fear that 
the appropriation would 
not 
he 
available for more than an’ increas­ 
ed personnel. ♦ ♦ ♦. 
“I bring this matter to your atten­ 
tion in order that the true Intent 
of congress may be accurately ex­ 
pressed before the bill is enacted 
in law, if it is determined that addi­ 
tional funds should be appropriat­ 
ed.”

DISAGREEMENT BY 
JURY IN SLAYING

ELMIRA, N. Y., Jan. 30.—A dis­ 
agreement was rep orted 
at 
the 
op ening of court here today by the 
Jury considering the case of Glenn 
Jennings, 
United 
States 
coast 
guardsman charged with manslaugh­ 
ter for the fatal shooting last May 
6 of Jacob D. Hanson, secretary of 
Niagara Falls lodge of Elks. 
Judge John A. Hazel thanked the 
Jury and discharged them after they 
had sp ent the night on cots in the 
Federal Building. 
The jurors were locked up at 
12:50 o’clock this morning after 
they had been deliberating eleven 
hours. 
The Jury returned 
three 
times for instructions. 
The trend 
of their questions indleated to ob­ 
servers that a verdlet of acquittal 
was under consideration. 
“We would like to have one ques­ 
tion cleared up ,’’ the foreman told 
the court 
“Assuming 
that 
Jen­ 
nings regarded the driver of the 
Hanson car as a felon endeavoring 
to escap e from an offlcer and that 
he flred to disable the car, how 
would the Jury be instructed to de­ 
termine his guilt or innocence, as­ 
suming that a shot which went 
wild did the damage.’’ 
Judge Hazel rep lied that if those 
were the circumstances the Jury 
could reasonably determine tiuit the 
occurance was a misadventure and 
that the accused was not guilty of 
the offense. 
After the Judge’s ruling District 
Attorney 
Raymond 
A. 
Knowles 
asked him to instruct the Jury that 
Jennings must have had a reason­ 
able belief that the car was being 
driven by a felon. 
The court com­ 
p lied with his request. 
The 
charge 
against 
Frank 
Ik 
Beck, another coast guardsman who 
has been on trial with Jennings, 
was dismissed by the court yester­ 
day because of lack of evidence. 
The guards were on the watch for 
rum runners and fired at Hanson’s 
car when he failed to stop .’’ 
After the juhy was discharged the 
court returned Jennings to the cus 
tody of his commanding officer. 
The district attorney announced 
that he would make ap p lication for 
a retrial.

day. 
The body was found by his wife 
and daughter when they returned 
from a store half a mil© away last 
night less than 40 minutes after 
they had left him sitting a t the 
kitchen table reading the evening 
p ap er. 
A bullet which entered his head 
on the right side, directly under the 
right cheek bone ap p arently found 
its way to his brain. Death was said 
by examining p hysicians to have 
been 
instantaneous. 
No 
p owder 
bum s or marks were found on his 
face or clothing, indicating that the 
bullet was fired from a distance 
of more than four feet. 
Detective Jackson figured p rom­ 
inently in the investigation result­ 
ing in the arrest of the Diamond 
brothers of New York who were 
electrocuted at Sing Sing for kill­ 
ings in a bank holdup . He was one 
of the chief witnesses for the state 
in the recent trial of the so-called 
“ice box bandits,” Roland G. Lalone 
and Albert G. Raymond of Roches­ 
ter, Mass., who are now serving a 
life term in Wethersfield p rison for 
the murder of State Troop er Irving 
H. Nelson. 
At the time of his death Jackson 
T^as working on the case of Thomas 
Mazzola* who is now in the Brook­ 
lyn, Conn., jail awaiting trial on an 
indictment charging him with the 
murder of his mother-in-law, Mrs. 
Rosario Lorella early in January.

With the state sup reme court and 
the fish and game dep artment ot- 
fering fresh fields for inquiry, the 
state legislature today p rep ared to 
delve deep er into governmental ac­ 
tivities of Oklahoma’s official fam’ 
ily and p ut the final touches on its 
case against Henry S. Johnston, 
susp ended governor, who goes be­ 
fore a senate imp eachment court to­ 
morrow to answer articles of im­ 
p eachment voted against him by the 
house and senate. 
In a session marked by hectic ar­ 
gument, the house yesterday added 
three charges to the eight to which 
Johnston will p lead before the im­ 
p eachment court—two dealing with 
the illegal issuance of deficiency 
certificates and one charging gener­ 
al incomp etency. 
Argument waxed 
p articularly bitter 
on 
the 
latter 
charge, but it finally p assed, 7 2 to 
26. 
With its own inquiry disp osed of. 
the senate has slip p ed its law mak­ 
ing machinery Into gear and began 
consideration of a host of legis 
latlve m atter that has been p laced 
before it. but the house, still intent 
on its far flung inquiries, has given 
scant heed to the p ile of bills p iling 
up in the house chamber. 
Testimony before the house Inves 
tigating committee has been‘sp rink­ 
led liberally with sensation and ru­ 
mors, the most recent 
being 
the 
statement, p romp tly denied, of 
rep resentative who has remained 
friendly to the Johnston adminis­ 
tration, that he had heard the sus­ 
p ended Governor discharge Mrs. O. 
O Hammonds, his confidential sec­ 
retary. on the day he was temp orar­ 
ily removed from office. Much crit­ 
icism has been leveled at Johnston 
for his emp loyment of Mrs. Ham­ 
monds and his refusal to dismisif 
her. 
Strong criticism of the state su­ 
p reme court, and p articularly of 
Charles 
W. Mason, chief justice 
who will p reside over the imp each­ 
ment trial of Johnston, was heard 
from M. E. Trap p , former governor 
who fell heir to that office when 
Pack Walton was imp eached in 1923 
testifying before a house subcom­ 
mittee which is investigating courts. 
Trap p testified that during his 
administration Chief Justice Mason, 
then a member of the court, asked 
him to instruct the highway com­ 
mission to sp ecify the use of bricks 
for road construction in Nowata 
county, Mason’s home county. 
Mr. 
Trap p told the committee he un­ 
derstood Mason was to receive one 
dollar p er thousand from a ’ brick 
combination,’* for bricks used. 
In 
turn, Trap p said, the sup reme court 
justice p rop osed to aid ’Trap p with 
a case in which he was interested, 
and which then was before the su­ 
p reme court. 
Trap p said he refus­ 
ed the p rop osal. 
Chief Justice Mason p romp tly is­ 
sued a denial, saying there was no 
foundation for Trap p ’s charge, and 
declared it was insp ired by a su­ 
p reme court decision adverse to the 
former executive.
